Vaccine availability expands as death toll rises

disease H1N1 vaccinations 
become available to more 
Albertans Friday. 

People with chronic con¬ 
ditions between the ages of 


45 and 54 are the latest 
high-risk group allowed to 
receive the vaccine. 

Additional high-risk 
groups will be added early 
next week. Those groups 
may include the homeless, 
First Nations, adolescents 
in group homes, the se¬ 
verely obese and those 
with neurological disor¬ 
ders. 

People who don’t fall in 


high-risk groups will have 
to wait a few more weeks. 

Five more Albertans in¬ 
fected with the virus died 
near the week’s end, 
though all had underlying 
health conditions, chief 
medical officer of health 
Dr. Andre Corriveau said 
Thursday. 

Of the fatalities across 
the province, 33 of 34 peo¬ 
ple had pre-existing med¬ 


ical conditions. 

The number of deaths 
are not uncommon for a 
regular flu season, Cor¬ 
riveau said, and he urged 
Albertans not to panic. 

“People have had to walk 
a fine line between hype 
and underestimating,” he 
said. “But we are talking 
about a pandemic virus, 
and there are a lot of peo¬ 
ple sick in our ICUs.” 


Urban agriculture 
stirs ample interest 

hearing Edmontonians 
may have a tasty future if 
the city proceeds with ur¬ 
ban agriculture plans, an 
audience at city hall heard 
Thursday. 

During a public hearing, 
city councillors discussed 
policies meant to give Ed¬ 
monton a sustainable, lo¬ 
cal food economy. 

To the rapt attention of 
council members and the 
crowd gathered, experts 
advised on preliminary 
plans to preserve urban 
farmland and to institute 
healthy food policies. 

“We have been 
providing the administra¬ 
tion with some options for 
what urban agriculture 
would look like in the Ed¬ 
monton context,” said ur¬ 
ban planner Robert Barrs. 

“We have been doing re¬ 
search about the existing 
best practices of urban 
agriculture that other 
cities have been using.” 

A resurging interest in 
urban agriculture brought 
many to city council 
chambers. 

“It doesn’t take a rocket 
scientist to figure out that 
food and water are going 
to be two of our critical re¬ 
sources,” said Debbie Hub- 
bert, a local language 
pathologist.

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Accused in Mountie's death 
says shots were accidental 


death A man accused of 
killing an RCMP officer in 
the Northwest Territories 
two years ago says the fatal 
shots were fired as the pair 
struggled in the dark over 
a gun. 

Emrah Bulatci, who is 
charged with first-degree 
murder, told a packed and 
silent courtroom Thursday 
that he never meant to kill 
Const. Chris Worden. 

“(Worden) was on top of 
me,” Bulatci said. “He had 
my head pinned down. He 
was struggling to get my 
right arm. He was pulling 
it back. I was trying to get 
my hand free and that’s 
when the gun went off. It 
went off twice — it was 
like bang-bang. 

“He fell and he stopped 
fighting with me. I pushed 
him off and I panicked. I 
just got up and ran.” 

Bulatci, who is from St. 
Albert just outside Edmon¬ 
ton, tried to plead guilty to 
manslaughter at the start 
of his trial last month. The 
Crown did not accept that 
plea and the trial went 
ahead. 

Bulatci testified that he 
arrived in Hay River on 
Sept 29, 2007, with nearly 
10 ounces of crack cocaine 
he wanted to sell to pay off 
a $17,000 drug debt. He 
stopped along the way to 
buy a .45-calibre handgun. 

On Oct. 6. Worden was 
called back after finishing

his shift to search for a 
man who was believed to 
be suicidal. Reports placed 
the man at the drug house, 
so Worden came by about 
6 a.m. — just as Bulatci 
and his friends were shut¬ 
ting down for the night. 

Bulatci said he was 
climbing into a cab with 
his buddies when he real¬ 
ized he’d left the gun in¬ 
side. When he returned, 
Worden was standing 
there. When Bulatci tried 
to get in the cab, he told 
him he was under arrest. 

Bulatci, 25, said he ran 
across the street into a 
wooded area so he could 
get far enough away from 
Worden to ditch the gun. 
But the young officer kept 
coming and yelling “Stop 
resisting!” Bulatci ran back 
out onto the road and took 
the gun out. 

Worden, 30, kept com¬ 
ing. Bulatci headed backed 
into the trees, but this 
time stumbled and fell. 
Worden leaped on top of 
him and, said Bulatci, was 
shot as he tried to wrest 
the gun from the suspect’s

Rapid-reaction team of mental health workers created 


The military is creating a 
rapid reaction force of 
mental health workers to 
investigate suicidal 
soldiers and better treat 
psychological problems in 
its ranks. 

This, plus an overhaul of 
the way the Canadian 
Forces keeps track of re¬ 
tired or reserve force sol¬ 
diers who kill themselves, 
forms the backbone of a 
new strategy for combat¬ 
ting suicides that was pre¬ 
sented this week to Gen. 
Walter Natynczylc, the 
chief of defence staff. 

It is the defence depart¬ 
ment’s attempt to bring 
mental health problems in 
the force to the forefront 
and remove the stigma of-

ten attached to soldiers 
who seek help for psycho¬ 
logical problems related to 
the traumas of war or be¬ 
cause of underlying men¬ 
tal health issues. 

It’s also a way to more 
quickly address some of 
the gaps in the way the 
military deals with mem¬ 
bers at risk of taking their 
own lives. 


Just last month, the 
mother of Pte. Frederic

Saturday is the 18th annu¬ 
al World Diabetes Day. 

It’s an international day 
designed to spotlight the 
disease that hits about 250 
million people worldwide. 

Nov. 14 was chosen in 


homage to the birth of 
Canada’s Sir Frederick 
Banting, whose work — 
along with Dr. Charles Best 
— led to the discovery of 
insulin in 1922 at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto. 

About 41,000 Canadians 
die each year as a result of 
diabetes — generally from 
a stroke or heart disease. 


By next year, about three 
million Canadians will 
have diabetes, draining 
$15.6 billion from the 
health-care system 

annually. 

“Diabetes is the third 
most frequently diagnosed 
disease by physicians in 
Canada,” said Dr. Stewart 
Harris, lead investigator 


for the National Diabetes 
Management Strategy. Har¬ 
ris is based in London, Ont. 

Several factors cause the 
high diabetes rate, experts 
say: 

• Canada’s aging popula¬ 
tion. 

• Rising obesity rates. 

• Increasingly sedentary 
lifestyles.

It’s impossible to look at 
Michael Bisping and not 
picture Dan Henderson's 
right fist turning his smug 
mug into a cubist painting 
— the eyes rolling back, 
the nose flattening, the 
jaw shifting violently side¬ 
ways as the lights go out. 

It was one of the most 
brutal knockouts in UFC 
histoiy, compounded by 
Henderson’s flying forearm 
across his unconscious op¬ 
ponent’s chin “to shut him 
up,” and it would have left 
an ordinary person eating 
through a straw for weeks.

Bisping, who has a huge 
fan base thanks to his two 
appearances on The 
Ultimate Fighter reality se¬ 
ries, first as a fighter and 
then a coach, was on track 
for a title shot until he 
stepped in front of the Hen¬ 
derson express. So he needs 
a win both to dispel any lin¬ 
gering doubts about his 
abilities and to stay in the 
hunt for champion Ander¬ 
son Silva. 

Likewise, Kang, a former 
PRIDE FC star with 44 
fights under his belt, was 
unremarkable in his first 
two UFC bouts and needs to 
prove he’s a legitimate 
threat in the weight 
division.

The biggest surprise for 
Long was how much work 
he had to do to manipulate 
his voice to play Lem in the 
film, which opens next 
week. 

“We did the movie over 
the course of several years, 
during which time I went 
through puberty, apparent¬ 
ly,” Long says with a laugh. 
“My voice coach said that 
my voice over the last cou¬ 
ple of years has gotten deep¬ 
er. I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened. But I was playing a 


teenager, so I pitched up.” 

With 11 film credits in 
2009 alone, Long has been 
busy — and that doesn’t 
count those Mac ads or his 
occasional pop-ins at Satur¬ 
day Night Live. 

He’s been seen in a num¬ 
ber of comedies, including 
He’s Just Not That Into You 
and Funny People, but what 
really got the young actor 
some attention this year 
was his work in Sam Rai¬ 
mi’s Drag Me to Hell. But 
Long’s just happy he didn’t 
stink up the screen. 

“My biggest fear 
was just being 
caught in a dis¬ 
honest mo¬ 
ment. There’s 
nothing worse 
than bad hor¬ 
ror acting,” he 
says. 

“I have such a 
respect for actors 
who are able to give such 
convincing horror movie 
performances. It really is 
exhausting, because it’s 
your whole body. It is just 
gruelling. You go home 
every night so drained emo¬ 
tionally. But in Drag Me to 
Hell, it was really Alison 
Lohman. I was just the 
boyfriend.” 

And Long says he’s look¬ 
ing forward to more anima¬ 
tion — he’ll be heard soon 
in Alvin and the Chip¬ 
munks: The Squealcquel — 
because he doesn’t have to 
worry so much about his 
hands. 


“I gesticulate a lot, usual¬ 
ly very effeminately,” he 
jokes. “It was a nice free¬ 
dom to have in the room. I 
could just kind of wildly use 
my hands and body and not 
be afraid of what it looked 
like.”

Boondock Saints 2: All 
Saints Day (in theatres this 
month) has a simple theory 
for sequel success; “Give 
them everything they loved 
about the first one inside a 
curveball plot they never 
could have seen coming.” 

More scientific is a study 
from Cass Business School 
in London. They’ve devised 
a mathematical formula 
which Professor Thorsten 
Hennig-Thurau says takes 
the risk out of the sequel 
business. “The idea here is 
to put some more analytical 
thinking into the process,” 


he says. 

Does this mean no more 
disastrously bad movies like 
Legally Blonde 2: Red, 
White & Blonde? I doubt it, 
but if it works, which I 
doubt, it might mean more 
Godfather II, less Psycho 4. 

Sequels take a bad rap, 
but every now and again a 
good one comes along that 
not only equals, but im¬ 
proves on the original. 

Toy Story II was originally 
a direct-to-DVD release but 
played so well at test screen¬ 
ings Pixar overhauled the 
film for a theatrical run. 
Woody, Buzz and crew be¬ 
came the third highest 
grossing film of 1999, mak¬ 
ing more money than any 
other animated film (in¬ 
cluding the original) to that 
date. 

Also scoring big box office 
was Harry Potter and the 
Prisoner of Azlcaban. Much 
darker than the first two 
this one saw the franchise 
mature without losing the 
appeal of the original films. 
Rolling Stone said it was the 
“most thrilling of the three

Set nine years 
after the original it sees 
Jesse and Celine (Ethan 
Hawke and Julie Delpy), 
the two lovers from the 
first film, reunited for a ro¬ 
mantic walk through the 
streets of Paris before he 
must catch a plane back to 
the U.S. 

Heartfelt and compelling 
in a way that no mathemati¬ 
cal equation could have 
ever predicted (take that 
Professor Thorsten Hennig- 
Thurau!) it contains the sex¬ 
iest last lines in sequel his¬ 
tory: 

“Baby, you are gonna 
miss that plane,” she says. 

“I know,” he replies.

Complaining about excess 
in a Roland Emmerich 
movie seems a bit silly, but 
if there’s one major prob¬ 
lem with 2012, his latest 
end-of-the-world bonanza, 
it’s that it doesn’t know 
when to say when. 

There doesn’t seem to be 
a landmark the director 
could say no to demolish¬ 
ing, be it Vatican City or the 
Christ the Redeemer statue 
in Rio de Janeiro. Even the 
White House, which Em¬ 
merich famously exploded 
in 1996’s Independence Day 
gets wiped out again, this 
time by having an aircraft 
carrier smashed into it. 

But it’s not just destruc¬ 
tion that’s in excess. Narra¬ 
tively, 2012 is beyond 
bloated, with far too many 
characters and plot threads 
and far too much set up be¬ 
fore getting to what people 
are really there to see. 

There are many obvious 
sections that could’ve been 
excised to bring the run¬ 
ning time down from its 
whopping two hours and 
40 minutes. 

Valuable screen time is 
wasted on a pair of aging 
cruise-ship crooners 
(George Segal and Blu 
Mankuma) who only seem 
to be in the movie to add 
emotional depth to a main 
character who has plenty 
already (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
and as an excuse to show a 
cruise ship toppled by a 


tsunami. To be sure, Em¬ 
merich does one thing 
amazingly well, and that’s 
destroy things in the most 
elaborate ways possible. 

And in that respect, 2012 
is definitely an achieve¬ 
ment. The extended se¬ 
quence of John Cusack’s es¬ 
cape from a crumbling Los 
Angeles — first by speed¬ 
ing limousine, then by 
twin-engine plane — is ab¬ 
solutely mind-blowing, an 
actual thrill ride. 

Emmerich peppers the 
movie with other gems of 
our heroes literally outrun¬ 
ning destruction, includ¬ 
ing great set pieces in Las 
Vegas and Yellowstone Na¬ 
tional Park. 

Unfortunately, there’s a 
whole lot of movie to wade 
through to get to those 
moments. After a brisk 
opening covering the time 
between Ejiofor’s scien¬ 
tist’s discovery of the com¬ 
ing cataclysm in 2009 and 
its early arrival in 2012, 
the film slows down con¬ 
siderably with the intro¬ 
duction of Cusack’s down- 


on-his-luclc writer and his 
glum ex-wife (Amanda 
Peet). 

As the dialogue between 
science folks 
and 


world leaders gets more 
and more cryptic, the audi¬ 
ence is left waiting and 
waiting for stuff to start 
falling apart.

review When The Boat 
That Rocked originally hit 
British theatres last spring, 
both reviews and recep¬ 
tion were about as cool as 
the North Sea.

However, as fascinating 
as that true tidbit of recent 
English history may be, 
Curtis instead delivers an 
homage to the 1960s main-

ly focusing on the music 
and frivolity of the era — 
tossing in an over-the-top 
stuffed-suit (Kenneth 
Branagh) and lots of free- 
love antics that will tonally 
make you seasick. 

In that sense, Pirate Ra¬ 
dio doesn’t broadcast 
much in the way of a cohe¬ 
sive story but instead deliv¬ 
ers a series of random sub¬ 
plots, buddy moments and 
groovy retro tracks by the 
likes of The Turtles and 
The Kinks.

Weezer frontman Rivers Cuomo's 
quirky creativity wins over fans

If there’s one thing you 
can’t criticize Weezer for, 
it’s playing too long. Most 
of the band’s albums clock 
in around 33 minutes, in¬ 
cluding the group’s latest 
Ratitude. But that’s not 
short enough for frontman 
Rivers Cuomo. 

“We’re going to put out 
albums more frequently, 
and they might be short¬ 
er,” he says on the phone 
from his L.A. studio. “I 
don’t feel like I need 12 
song epics anymore — I 
want my music in smaller 
doses.” 

Ratitude, the group’s 
seventh record, isn’t the 
band’s most succinct disc 

— that title goes to 2001’s 
28 minute Green Album 

— but it is Cuomo’s quick¬ 
est record since then. 
With 10 songs it moves 
speedily along, which is 
just how the Harvard edu¬ 
cated singer-songwriter 
wants it. 

“I’m going by how I lis¬ 
ten to music and what I 
want as a music fan,” he 
explains. “After six 
songs you say 
this was re¬ 
al¬ 


ly satisfying. Eight songs 
is cool, but that’s enough. 
Then there’s another 
song. At that point I have 
to switch.”

Maybe Weezer won’t 
just shorten records in 
the future — he could 
change direction all 
together. A hip-hop 
album perhaps? “I’d 
never do a rap al¬ 
bum,” he says.

ast Friday, I 
chanced upon an 
op-ed piece in the 
Toronto Star under 
_the headline Copy¬ 
right Reform Must Protect 
Rights of Canadian 
Artists. 

If your eyes didn’t glaze 
over at the phrase “copy¬ 
right reform,” read on. 

Three Canadian song¬ 
writers, Amy Sky, Marc 
Jordan and Marie Denise 
Pelletier, made a plea. 
Here’s the gist: Canadian 
performers need to be 
fairly compensated when 
their work is copied and 
used. Things go off the 
rails when they start quot¬ 
ing bumpf from 
Savethelevy.ca, a website 
exhorting that Canadians 
be taxed in new and inno¬ 
vative ways for the privi¬ 
lege of copying music for 
personal use. 

This is not new. In 1997, 
a levy was applied to 
recordable media (blank 
cassettes, CD-Rs and Mini- 
Discs) to compensate 
artists for this private 
copying. This is why a 
spindle of blank CDs costs 
exponentially more in 
Canada than in the U.S. 
Since then, more than 
$150 million has been col¬ 
lected and distributed to 
over 97,000 songwriters, 
composers, recording 
artists and other rights 
holders — and here’s the 
best part —“most of 
whom would not be able 
to continue their careers 
without this revenue.” 

Legal

Howard Knopf pointed 
out the ridiculousness of 
this claim back in Septem¬ 
ber. Divide $150 million 
by 97,000 and the average 
payout per rights holder 
has been about $130 PER 
YEAR. Subtract the $22 
million that went to 
lawyers, auditors, admin¬ 
istration and lobbyists 
and the actual number is 
even lower. 

The Save the Levy peo¬ 
ple rightly point out that 
almost no one makes cas¬ 
sette mixtapes anymore 
and people are burning 
fewer CDs than in 1997. 
Therefore, it’s time to tax 
new things. 

Like what? Well, any 
kind of portable music de¬ 
vice to start. Calls for an 
“iPod tax” are back. How 
much? I’ve seen proposals 
asking for up to $75 per 
device. In other words, 
they want consumers to 
pay twice: Once with the 
levy and once for the CD 
or the download, even if 
you download that music 
file directly to your iPod. 

And why stop there? 
What about hard drives 
and USB keys? Don’t use 
them for storing music? 
Too bad. 

Don’t get me wrong. 
Our copyright laws des¬ 
perately need to change 
with the times if we’re go¬ 
ing to protect artists and 
intellectual property. But 
music fans and con¬ 
sumers need to watch 
what’s being proposed, 
too.

(Jim Caviezel) wakes up in 
the strange, resort-lilce 
town, disoriented and de¬ 
manding a way out, he is 
told there is no out. There is 
no New York. And, by the 
way, he is Number Six. 

After portraying Jesus in 
the brutal, bloody Passion 
of the Christ, Jim Caviezel 
knows what it takes to 
bring a gruelling role to 
life. And no matter how

In the world of The Simp¬ 
sons, politicians are sleazy 
crooks, teachers are 
dispassionate drones and 
police officers are comical¬ 
ly incompetent. 

During the ongoing run 
of more than 20 years on 
the air, the creators of the 
Simpson clan have created 
an empire out of collective¬ 
ly mocking authority and 
poking a finger in the eye of 
the establishment. 

But when Toronto native 
John Ortved began investi¬ 
gating the behind-the- 
scenes histoiy of the show 
for his book, The Simpsons: 
An Uncensored, Unautho¬ 
rized Histoiy, the longtime 
fan came to realize that The 
Simpsons has become a 
tightly guarded, rigid estab¬ 
lishment of its own. 

“(Simpsons producer) 
James L. Brooks drafted a 
letter to everybody who had 
worked on The Simpsons 
ever — everyone who was 
working on the show and 
eveiyone who had worked 
on the show — asking them 
not to speak to me,” Ortved 
told The Canadian Press in 
an interview at his parents’ 
home in Toronto. 

“They did make it quite 
hard for me.” 

Yet over the objections of 
Brooks and series creator 
Matt Groening, Ortved was 



able to gather more than 80 
interviews for an expansive 
histoiy of the longest-run¬ 
ning sitcom of all time. 

Groening has long been 
considered the creative ge¬ 
nius behind The Simpsons, 
its ubiquitous titular family, 
the wacky denizens of 
Springfield who orbit them, 
and the pointed, rapid-fire 
social satire that is the 
show's stock in trade. 

But one of the central rev¬ 
elations of Ortved’s book is 
just how erroneous that as¬ 
sumption is. 

“If there’s a controversial 
element to the book, it’s 
that ... these writers and 
producers told me that Matt 
Groening has either taken 
or received too much 
credit over the 
past 20 
years,” 

Ortved said. 

In fact, 

Ortved ar¬ 
gues, the 
show’s 
tremen¬ 
dous suc¬ 
cess hap¬ 
pened be¬ 
cause of a 
conglom¬ 
erate of 
talented 
creators. 

There was 
Brooks, who

lent the show its emotional 
heft and without whom it 
never would have made it 
to the air. There was Gyor- 
gyi Peluce, the colour de¬ 
signer who decided to make 
the Simpsons yellow and 
Marge's hair blue. And then 
there was Sam Simon, a 
grizzled, cigar-chomping TV 
vet who created many of 
the show’s colourful charac¬ 
ters, assembled the initial 
group of Har¬ 
vard-reared 
writers.

are tapping into worries 
about humanity’s future 
with apocalyptic sagas 
such as 2012, The Road and 
The Book of Eli, along with 
documentaries about envi¬ 
ronmental or economic 
doom. 

End-of-the-world stories 
have been a cinema sub¬ 
genre since the early Cold 
War days with such nu¬ 
clear-war movies as On the 
Beach, Fail-Safe and Dr. 
Strangelove. The advent of 
environmentalism and 
overpopulation concerns 
resulted in another wave of 
films depicting bleak fu¬ 
tures, among them Soylent 
Green, Silent Running and 
The Omega Man. 

“We always need a 
boogeyman, we always 
need the end of the world,” 
said Terry Gilliam, whose 
films include 1995’s Twelve 
Monkeys, about a world 


where plague has wiped 
out most of humanity. “I 
think it’s the problem of 
being in a Christian society. 
It’s based on it. If you don’t 
have the end of the world, 
you don’t get heaven and 
eternity.” 

On the heels of A1 Gore’s 
global-warming alarm An 
Inconvenient Truth, dooms¬ 


day is an especially fertile 
subject today, and current 
tales of the apocalypse take 
many forms: 

• Plagues of vampires 
with Ethan Hawke’s up¬ 
coming Daybrealcers and 
zombies with the horror 
comedy Zombieland and 
George Romero’s Survival 


of the Dead. 

• Economic calamity 
with the documentary Col¬ 
lapse, a portrait of a pes¬ 
simist convinced industrial 
civilization is poised to 
crumble. 

• Environmental catas¬ 
trophe with the part-fic¬ 
tion, part-fact The Age of 
Stupid, about a mid-21st 
century archivist looking 
back on our times from a 
world ravaged by global 
warming. 

• Devastating warfare be¬ 
tween humans and ma¬ 
chines with the sci-fi se¬ 
quel Terminator Salvation 
and the animated adven¬ 
ture 9. 

“The big difference now 
is it’s multiple things,” said 
John Hillcoat, director of 
The Road, opening Nov. 25 
and starring Viggo 
Mortensen in an adaptation 
of Cormac McCarthy’s nov¬ 
el about a father and son 
trekking across a decimat¬ 
ed America. 

The Cold War “was all 
about Russia and America 
and the nuclear threat, but 
now it’s on so many levels. 
The environment, there’s 
still the nuclear threat in a 
way that’s more viable with 
rogue terrorists, and there’s 
kind of the economic 
thing,” Hillcoat said. “Also a 
decade I think of the Bush 
administration is enough 
for anyone to seriously con¬ 
template it on a daily ba¬ 
sis.” 

Denzel Washington’s The 
Book of Eli, opening Jan. 15, 
also is a post-apocalyptic 
road trip across America. 

In theatres Friday, 2012, 
starring John Cusack, is 
the latest disaster story 
from director Roland Em¬ 
merich. In 2012 the Earth’s 
crust shifting and tum¬ 
bling into the oceans after 
solar neutrinos heat up the 
planet’s core. 

Whatever our fate, Holly¬ 
wood can give audiences a 
cheap taste of doomsday. 
“In disaster movies,” Cu¬ 
sack said, “you can get that 
without having to have a re¬ 
al disaster.”

1 large zucchini, sliced in¬ 
to rings 

1 eggplant, sliced into
